FRUIT TREES, Continued 

A S IT IS right now the very 
best time in the year to 
plant deciduous fruit trees, it 
would be timely to describe some 
of the best sorts for the home 
garden. 

Peaches are always useful for 
the family table. To have peaches 
over a considerable period, three 
or four varieties should be 
planted. If there is room for only 
one tree, no dou’ot a variety like 
the J. H. Hale peach would be 
the best. It is a very large, juicy, 
yellow freestone, with a rich 
flavor. It will hang on the tree 
longer that any other freestone 
peach. The season is midsummer 
or August. 

A delicious early fruit is the 
wellknown Strawberry peach. It 
ripens in June. It is a small, 
white peach with a red cheek 
and has a delightful flavor. 

One of the best large white 
freestone peaches is the George 
IV. It ripens in late July and is 
most exquisitely flavored. 

Lukens Honey is one of the 
finest and sweetest peaches for 
home use. It is fresh white, juicy 


turally grows bushy but can be 
trained into tree form if desired. 
The Wonderful variety is the 
largest and most highly colored. 

.Another fruit that is ornamen¬ 
tal in the fall is the Japanese 
Persimmon. After the leaves have 
fallen from the tree the large 
orange colored fruit hang e.xposed. 
The variety called Hachiya is the 
best. It is the kind most seen in 
the markets. It is large, sweet 
and fine flavored. 

Our "best seller’’ in figs has 
always been the White Kadota. 
It is light yellow outside and 
honey-colored inside and is very 
rich and sweet. 

The Black Mission and Brown 
Turkey are both splendid dark 
figs. 

The only apple we can freely 
recommend for Sierra Madre is 
the Banana Apple. It does bear 
very well here. 

When planting out any of the 
above kinds of fruit trees be sure 
to prune them back .severely. Do 
not put fertilizer ne.xt to the 
roots. Now, when everyone must 
cut down on the cost of living, it 
seems as if they should grow 
more fruits in their own yards 
Trees cost so little and the re¬ 
turns are so great in food for 
the family.

California farmers cannot be ex¬ 
pected to look very kindly upon 
some of the tax-shifting propo- 
.sals masquerading as "economy 
measures" before the 1933 State 
Legislature. 

While there are many honest 
and sincere suggestions for deal¬ 
ing with the task of balancing 
the state budget, there is also a 
flood of proposals which would 
aggravate the plight of the indi¬ 
vidual taxpayer, instead of reliev¬ 
ing it. 

Typical of these spurious eco¬ 
nomic gestures are the many 
schemes for piling up of new 
ta.xes in the guise of license fees 
and inspection charges—in short, 
"shifting the load" from the State 
to the rural taxpayer. While the 
State, by this expedient, might 
succeed in balancing the budget, 
the farmer, already more dis¬ 
criminated against than any other 
California taxpayer, would get 
added burdens instead of prom¬ 
ised relief. 

The vital need during the 1933 
legislative session is real economy 
—reductions, eliminations and 
general retrenchment—rather than 
shifts and transfers.

“ A S a piece of art to me the 
x\. Statue of Liberty is abom- 
nable!” This startling statement 
was made by Vincent Palmer, ar¬ 
chitect and civil engineer, in his 
speech, “Philosophy of the Aes¬ 
thetic,” which he gave before the 
Sierra Madre Woman’s Club on 
Wedne.sday morning. 

Mr. Palmer expressed the belief 
that liberty should be “free and 
untrampled,’’ and pointed out that 
to him a coar.se, masculine 
French peasant woman, shrouded 
in classical Grecian robes, with 
one arm triumphantly holding a 
lamp and wearing a spiked crown, 
.such as Christ wore at the time 
of the crucifixion, did not signify 
liberty. 

“There can be no good or bad 
art,” Mr. Palmer explained. “Art, 
which we consider good or had, 
is not art but the feeling back 
of the subject matter which is 
gooil or l)ad. Thc'e is no such 
thing as beauty, but things can 
be beautiful.” 

Four standards of art were 
given by Mr. Palmer; first, ex¬ 
pression; second, it has to expres.s 
emotion: third, it has to he sin¬ 
cere, and four, it must be umier- 
standable.

The 
martial anthem of France is in¬ 
spiring, while the song of Fng- 
land and the United .Stales fur¬ 
nish little or no inspiration.
